The House will expire l*y clHiixiou 
of tinifi oil tho 30th of June, less than 
.sixty ilay.s from the date of this new.s- 
paper. Accordin:,' to constitutional 
usage and piooeileni an pl(;ction .should 
be hold befoi-f! the expiialion nf that 
date, the writs returned and tlie new 
House, practically, come into existence. 
It is B^^mnciple aB old as constitution- 
al law itself that the Crown never 
dies. It is always supposed to have 
•n existence. If the Ql'ken were to 
die to-morrow Ann-itr Edwaisd would 
ho Bworn in as King us quickly a.s he 
could be reached by tlie l.ord Chancel- 
lor and'anintercegnum of an hour or 
two would be biidged without a wonl 
of commont or a single complaint of ir- 
regularity. Ill Ci'reat Britain a pnrlia 
ment ia cither iu existence or a procia- 
ination ordering a new cleLiion must 
b6 issued. The Crown is suppost;(l to 
have either a parliament or to have 
one in course of election. The same 
rule is followed in Canada. The 
anmo Gaxette that contains a procla 
mation of dissolution contains another 
proclamation autliorizinj; the election of 
a new parliament. The rule was observ- 
ed hero in 1875 and in 1878 and it 
is not at all likely tbatit can bo avoid- 
ed now. We doubt the constitutional 
right of the ministers to carry on I lie 
government, without a parliament. 
There is no provision in the constitu- 
tion that, will permit them to do so. 
The form of government is respons'lj!t> 
The ministry are appointed by virtue 
of tbeir being members of tho Hou.se. 
If there bo no .House, whence comes 
the p6\eer>r6Ti31d3{heir jiortfolio.s ( 
The lieut. -governor, n.1 is well known, 
can only accept the advice of hia con- 
stitutional members: hut if niinis- 
ters do not "constitulionally" liold 
their seats, can Uia honor bij expected 

ito receive and act upon their advico? 
Ifcmtgh£ be — indeed, is more than 
likely — that a mojority of the minis 
tera, upon an appeal to the country, 
would lose their seats; at least, a man 
does not need to bo either a prophet 
01" the son of a prophet to understand 
that the present government wrll be 
largely in the minority in the nest 
House; and it would be a very absurd 
thing indeed to ask his honor to take 
their advice until, after a genei'al elec- 
tion shall have been held, tlic}- should 
establish their right to give such ad- 
vice. Suppose, again, a sudden emer- 
gency, which required immediate legis- 
lation, were to ariseand no House to be 
in osiatence, the complications and de- 
laysthat would resultwould be disaster- 
ous. The lieut. -governor lias aconstitu 
tionalrightto demand a House;and tiicre 
ia every reason to believe that the gov- 

• ernment, however distasteful tho ver- 
dict of the polLi might be to them, 
would be forced to accord it. They 
who talk about the elections being put 
oS until tho Fall have not studied the 
rjuestion. The opinion of constitution- 
al men is that within sixty days 
the new election will be called. The 
government will try and hold on to 
their seats as long as possible; but consii 
tutional precedent and usage will bear 
the constitutional violators down and 
force them to do their duty. A gen- 
eral election is impending. Iu the 
districts everywhere tho electors shonld 
organize. The government i.s always 
organized. Just now it is an organiz- 
ed conspiracy against the public inter- 
eats and tho people must break down 
thai, conspiracy by bringing forward 
and ekctlng thoroughly independent 
and responsible men. There should be 
no split tickets; no encouragement ex- 
tended to candidates upon whom votes 
would be wasted and who in standing 
would only serve to divide the strength 
of an otherwise compact and irresisti- 
ble opposition whose .sole aim it 
will be to scatter and des- 
stroy ft government that has 
done nothing to advance the inter- 
ests of the country and whose general 
jwlicy has proved most injuriou.s. 
Every reasonable, thinking man sees 
that an iramediateelection is imperative 
if the province is to take advantage of 
the clmngcs that are going on about us. 

Committees should lie formed with 
out delay both on Mainland and I.^- 
land. Intending candidates should bo 
brought, forward *aiid preparations 
(Dade to insure a complete victory over 
a venal and indolent government. The 
people should work unceasingly to ac- 
complish the one great end of not only 
scotching but killing a ministry that 
held power during tho late session by 
the vote of the Speaker — and suck a 
Speaker — in opposition to the will of 
tho people. From Victoria to Cariboo 
electors should organize for action im- 
mftdiately. No time should be lost.

There is little doubt now about it. 
What is whispered in Victoria is open- 
ly spoken at Ottawa. The attorney- 
general of the province is a candidate 
for the vacant position of .judge of tho 
supreme court. His friends at the 
capital are urging his "claim8"--.which 
aro dubious, at best— and Sir ' J onK Mac- 
BONALD is understood to be friendly to 
the enterprise of hoisting tho premier 
lo the Bench. What will bo his gain 
will, undoubtedly, be the country's 
loss; but political" necessity brooks no 
obstacle, halts at no ejtigency. -Men 
who iu private life strain at a gnat in 
politics swallow a camel on the half 
shell withoufcVgriniQce. Mr. Walkem 
may prove something more than a 
5camel. He may turn out to bo as 
great an elephant in Dominion hands 
ftfl JtjMHO in the hauda of the zoological 
aarden directors. But that is neither 
here nor there. Should tha-Doininion 
gather him in may good il.uckrgo.with 
him^ ' What the province is most in- 



terested in knowing is, who will suc- 
ceed the departing prt-mier { Will it 
be the iinniaoulate IIimimiukys, whoso 
ill-regulated \ oluliiliLy reipiired a gag 
before he was admitletl lo a seat in tho 
holy. • of holies .at James Bay ? . The 
minister of finance, whose maladminis-. 
tration of public allairs formed the 
themo of debate during tho late ses- 
sion ] Tho oily GAi.nitAi'rn, who 
gammoned the government into ;»!iow- 
ing him to walk away with the timber 
hints of Kicking Horse Pass in return 
for his su^iportl Or Cowan the Silent, 
whose oratory has lain dormant during 
his seven years of service and whoise 
serene counteimnce faithfully mirrors 
tho mighty thoughts that struggle 
beneath the surface to gain uttonincc.

White 
cigarmakers are in doinuiiil in tlie only 
cigar factorj' in the city, namely, that of 
Kurtz & Co., where white labor is ex- 
clusively employed. Printers 40 cents a 
thousand cms. Machiiiista, moulders, pat- 
tern and boilcr;niakcrs and blacksmiths 
are getting from S'o to $3.50 per day; in a 
few exceptional cases of pattern makers 
and black.smiths S-t arc paid; Wagon 
makers $3.50; tinsmitiis, ]iluinborH and 
gas fitters about the same. Laborers of 
all sorts cointuand $2 per day and up- 
wards and arc much in demand on the 
railroad works and elsewhere in the.pru- 
vinco. 

An Earthquake. 

At 10:45 p. 111. on .Sunday night llio 
shock of an earthiiuake caused doofa, 
windo'WB and crockery in this vicinity to 
rattle and soincwimt alarmed new resi- 
dents who .are not accustomed to such vio- 
lent sublunary emotions. The nioven^erit' 
seemed to be from northeast to south west. 
In some instances crockery was thrown 
from shelves. In one lioiiae, at least, a 
candle was tlirowh from a chair and ex- 
tinguished. . Some persons who were 
walking across the floor and otltera who 
were sound asleep did not fuel the shock 
in the least. It is mentioned as a re- 
ni.arkable circumstance that a few min- 
utos before the shock occurred dogs were 
heard to liow! dismally. The barometer 
at 11:15 p.m. wna 31.07; tliermonictcr 
C4°. 

In the district, some of the houses wore 
shaken up af a livelier rate than wiis 
pleasant for the occupants. Mr. Willi.ini 
Pollard's family sought safety by flight 
amid the fall of plaster, tlio rattling of 
casements and the creaking and groaning 
of the timbers. Tlio house was damaged 
I o the extent of .^50. This §anie house 
was shaken severely by the earthquake of 
August, 1880. It is accounted for by the 
fact that it is built oiui rock, Wo Iiave 
always believed that the man whose house 
stands on a rock occupies a pretty sure 
.foundation.

Paris, March 18th. 

Those iuterc.-jted in commercial trea- 
ties must not be tuo sanguine at the ef- 
forts of the resiirectionists to reopen of- 
ficial negotiations.

Momists and business men; it is now a 
matter of parliamentary iiarties when the 
protcctiontioni&t.s liavo the abiss hand.

Deceased was- 28 years 
of age, and a native of France. .She 
loaves several children. A. P. Vacquoril 
will bo remembered as a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention from this city.

Mr. Simmons, the aeronaut who accom- 
panied Colonel Brine in hia recent attempt 
to cross the English Channel, in an account

He could sec''a distance of 100 miles over 
tho North Sea. 

The Irish National Newspaper Publish- 
ing Company, of whom Mr. Parnell and 
Jlr. Egan are tho chief directors, have 
instituted proceedings against the Irish 
Executive to test tlic legality of their ac- 
tion in seizing tho United lerland news- 
paper. Tho statement of claim alleges 
that the defendants "broke and entered " 
tho plaintifTs' house on Ihf 15tb, 23rd, 
and 31st of December last, and seized a 
number of copies of the nowapaper, and 
carried them away and disposed of them 
to their own use. There is also a claim 
for detaining the papera. The ground of 
seizure alleged at the time' was that the 
print in question was no less than a no 
rent manifesto. The action has been 
brought in the Exchequer Division, and 
an appearance has been entered for the 
defendants. Damages aro laid at £30, 000. 

Tho shrinking of tho waters of Lake 
Constance, owing to the exraordinary dry- 
ness of the winter, li.aa brought to light 
some interesting lacustrine relics near 
Stocltboro, in canton Thurgau. Among 
them are bono and flint implements, har- 
poons, pottory, many specimens of which 
aro intact, cluba, baskets arrows, field 
tools, and animal remains. Among tho 
latter are skeletons and part skeletons of 
the bear, bison, and tlio moorhen. The 
find also includes a considerable quantity of 
oats and whe.at in a good state of presova- 
tion, and a remarkably perfect anil artis- 
tically executed stag-horn harpoon. Tho 
relics luiyeall.beeiv.remoy.od to Erauenfold 
and added to tho collection of tho local 
historical and natural history society.

Since the death of the se- 
cond husband the deceased lias been in 
great pecuniary straits, and ultimately 
distresses were levied on her furniture, 
and she herself was ejected into tho 
streets. On tho urght of her ejectment 
she slept in a garden, and two days after- 
wards was found asleep in the waiting-room 
of tho coroner's court, in King's-road. 
She was taken to the police court, and 
ordered by the magistrate to bo convoyed 
to tho Workhouse, were she dietl from 
cfl'usiou of blood on the brain. A verdict 
to that effect waa returned. 

An acrobat who styled himself "Artois, 
tho Flying Wonder," while performing 
on tlie trapeze at music hall in Dublin 
met with a fatal accident. His last move- 
ment, according to his programme, 
was to spring from a flying trapeze 
to a stationay one fixed over tho stage. 
He uiitde the spring, and succeeded in 
catching the trapeze both with his hands 
and feet, but liis hold was not firm 
enough, for after swinging onco or twice 
ho suddenly loosened hia grasp antl fell 
on tho ground on hia back and neck. 
There w.ia uo net or other protection un- 
der tho Irapoze. Tho injured man was 
conveyed to Mercer's Hospital in an un- 
conscious state, antl died ten minutes af- 
ter his adiuission from a fearful fracture 
of the skull, 

Mr, Samuel Langhaiulieldanadjourned 
inquest in Oauiberwell touching tho death 
of the Rev. ]\l. Campbell, who, it waa 
alleged, had died from tho treatment of 
a person who atated that ho was a qualified 
surgeon. I'Mr. '!'. A. Smyth, after being 
cautioned, said be was a graduate of nrts 
at the Queen's University |of Ireland, a 
student of medicine at St. Thomas's Hos- 
pital, and resident medical oflicer to a dis- 
pensary in Kensington. He had a plate 
on his dour with tho words, "Smyth, 
surgeon," on it, but had taken it down 
since this inquiry commenced. Uo had 
no diploma as a surgeon or as a physician. 
The jury returned a verdict of man- 
lihughter against Smyth, and he was given 
into the custody of the police. Tlio court 
was crowded with medical students, and 
aa tho accused p.assed .along the room ho 
waa pelted with eggs and tiasaulted. 

Tho London ]kuhj Newf thinks that 
more severe measures arc necessary in 
Ireland. It thinks the time h.as come for 
the Governinunt to strike and strike hard,' 
but it is all tho more inctmibent on them 
to take careful aim. 

Tho imperial Government ia said to 
contemplate tho complete disfranchise- 
ment of Sandwich and the depriving of 
Leilostcr- l\Iacclcafield, Oxforcl, Glouces- 
ter, and Boston of at least ono seat each 
in tho House of Commona for corrupt 
pr.actico at elections. 

A remarkable bigamy case was heard at 
Halesowen. The defendant, a woman 
named Siisaiiiiah Davis, became much 
attached to a lodger, and her luiaband, 
with whom aho had been living for twenty- 
nine years, paid for the b.anna for hia wife 
and lodger to bo married. After tho wed- 
ding ceremony the lawful husband was 
turned out of the house. The accused 
was committed for trial. 

Tho Queen's Bonch has had before it 
the report of one of the Maatcrs upon tho 
proceedinp of Mr. W. H. Brown, a soli- 
citor. It was shown that ho had received 
money amounting to upwards of £17,000 
from various clients to invest for them, but 
that ho had .applied the mopey to his own 

frarposo; and when his aflairs went into 
iquidation his estate paid only os. in the 
pound. In ordering that hia name should 
bo atruck oil" tho rolls, Mr. .luatice Grove 
aaid the puiii.shment, wliich w.as th.e 
greatest they could inflict, was inadequate. 

Mr. Carter held an inquest in Camber- 
well concerning the death of Miss Elsabelh 
Oliver, aged aisty-tlireo years, of no fixed 
abode, who was found dead in a wine-cellar 
at No. 1 Elm Grovo, Ryo Lane, Peckham, 
on the 17th inst. Mr. Hugh Rose said he 
took possession of the house in Elm Grove 
on Friday evening last, and finding tlie 
door of the wine-cellar locked inside, lie 
forced the door with a hatchet. He tlien 
notice the body of a woman doubled up 
in the cellar, wliich was only a yard square, 
with a silk umbloUa lying by her side. 
Mr.. James Oliver said that three years 
ago tho deceased had been in partiieraliip 
with hiiu in the Berlin wool trade and 
fancy business at .\leiandra terrace. Nun- 
head, Peckham. Deceased met with an 
accident in 1870, when she fell into a cutt- 
ing. ' Witness thought that sho had bcon 
w.alking .about tlie'streets of Londoiuwith- 
out means of obtaining any substenance or 
employment, Dr, Philps, tho Divisional 
Surgeon of Peckham, said he believed the 
deceased had been dead for more than ten 
days. Having made a post-mortem exa- 
mination, he came to the conclusion that 
death resulted from otatvation. A verdict 
to that otTect was returned. 

It is seldom that those assassins of char- 
acter, as Mr, Justice Lopes called them, 
tho libellous writers of anonymous letters, 
aro ao neatly «aught as waa the defendant 
in the csce of Newman v. Goodwin. With 
a view to dain.age a trade rival (ioodwin 
wrote anonymously to certain inamifactu- 
rera warning them to bo "careful" in 
supplying goods to Newman, as he (Good- 
win) would be "lorrey" to see them aufler, 
and ho was "shure" the plaintifl'., could 
not aland long.^ Such interested advice 
provoked suspicion. On an action for 
libel, experts and acquaintances sworo the 
letters were inGoodwin's handwriting, but 
eipcrls have often been deceived, and 
Goodwin "swore ofl"." But he was con- 
victed out of his own mouth, by spelling 
" cireful " " cairful," and "sorry " " sor- 
roy," in the witness-box. Hia bad spoil- 
ing coat him £400 dainagca, and will pro- 
bably lead to a further acquaintance with 
tho evil rcaulta of imperfect education ac- 
companied by imperfect notions' of wliat 
conatitutes fair trade competition.
